numbed from the cold and that he was 
unable to control the steering wheel HS 
IB was fairly familiar with the road. 


Two of the girls' bodies were soon 


;otten out and brought to the morgue 
lerc. 


Foster, who was at a road house about 


a mile from the scene of the accident, 
refused to give the names of the women. 


When Foster reached the road house 


he was coated with ice and is now in a 
critical condition. A visit to the scene 
of. the accident shows that the automo- 
bile instead of taking the sharp bend in 
the road ploughed straight forward and 
plunged into the water.

Blanche Bailey, 17 years old and liv- 


ing with her aunt, Mrs. Ketlm Kissinger,

attempt at suicide in the corridor of the 
court house about 1 o'l-lock this after- 
noon following a quurrel last night with 
her mother.

Draws Excited Crowd. 


She sank to the iloor and the news 


that she attempted to take her life flew 
through the big corridors like wildfire 
and in a few minutes a big, excited crowd 
had gathered about the girl, who was 
moaning and crying and calling for her 
mother.

Sh« was picked up and carried to a 


bench and afterward taken to the slier- 
ill's office, where Dr. Edward Kruse and 
Dr. W. D. Calvin attended her. They 
said that they did not think she had 
swallowed enough poison to kill her and 
after a first treatment she was taken to 
St. Joseph's hospital. 


Had Been Chastised. 


Her mother is Mrs. Sophia Bailey, of

cook, and she. said:

"Blanche lives with her aunt 'and she

She ii nob a 
bad girl, but she did something I didn't

"This morning she came down to the 


restaurant and ate her breakfast and 
seemed all right. There's nothing else 
behind it unless it's a love mix-up of 
tiome. kind. The young man she is going 
with is all right, a nice young fellow, 
and 1 don't know any reason for her 
taking poison unless it was the trouble 
we had last night.'" 


For some time the girl had been em- 


iloycd as a clerk at the Walton Avenue 
?oa'l company's office on Walton avenue, 
nit had given up her position there. 


Made Two Purchases of Poison. 


An hour before she attempted to com- 


mit suicide Miss Bailey purchased a 
small vial of chloroform at the Nusa- 
aaum drug store at Harrison and Berry 
and later she bovjrht a mixture of oil 
of cloves and chloroform. She said-she 
wanted the medicine for the toothache. 
She was with her aunt when she made 
the first purchase. 


After she left her aunt she Joined 


Gardner and as they were passing the 
People's drug store, at Berry and Clin- 
ton streets, she asked him to wait 
while she went in and bought the see- 
ond vial of medicine. They walked to- 
gether to the courthouse and as they 
entered the Court street door she put 
the bottle to her lips and drank a por- 
tion of its contents.

Warsaw, Ind., Jan. 13.-

$1.75 a day or 17V» cents an hour. They 
demanded an increase of 25 cents a day 
and, when this increase was refused "by 
the management, they declined to return 
to work. As a consequence, the Eagle 
Lake company was without workmen 
Friday. 


The manager of the. ice company state: 


that ice is very plentiful in all parts o 
this section of the co..ntry this year and 
is a result there will probably be little 
or no demand for ieo next summer. Tf 
says the ice which is packed in the Kagl 
Lake houses docs not po to any particu- 
lar city, but is shipped to places where 
there are shortages. On account of the 
great supply of ice this winter the com- 
pany docs "not expect ft. great demand 
next summer and is not willing to pay 
more than $1.75 n. day for workmen. The 
manager stated on riday morning that 
unless a sufficient number of men can 
be obtained nt tbe original rate of 17'/= 
cents an hour, the. houses will be closed 
for the season.
